| a to act in this capacity. I am sure that he will work closely and 
= effectively with Dr. Fubini who, I understand, is performing this 
fenction on behalf of your office. 


We are also agreed, as I understand it, that the procedures 
tod ender which the Secretary of Defense and I afford policy guidance to 
the NRO would be greatly improved by regularly scheduled meetings 
: to be — ie appropriate senior officials of DOD, CIA and NRO. — 
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I pizn personally to participate in such meetings and hope that 
you will also find it possible to attend. The meetings would provide
